the  advantage!  of  each,  without  fubi 
jetting  «.f  to  the  danger  and  ineon- 
veni  inch's  of  either. — Whereas  the 
French  conjiitution  is  altogether  de* 
j/.'ocruticai  ;  and  confequenlly  exceed- 
ing dangerous  to  the  peace  and  hap-

At  length,  upon  J'elf-de fence,  it  ap- 
peared uecejfary  jor  us  to  do  every 
thing  in  our  power  again ft  them  ;  if 
we  had  declared  ourf elves  in  favour 
of  the  combined  powers,  and  pro. 
claimed  war  againjl  France  ;  as  they 
are  at  a  great  dijlance  from  us,  the 
chief  that  we  could  do  was  to  fupply 
the  one  in  provijiou,  and  withhold  it 
from  the  other  ;  and  this  we  have 
done  in  the  late  treaty  (w*.  hope  J  in 
fuch  a  manner,  as  wilt  not  inv  vie  us 
in  a  war  with  France. 

And  is  there  any  thing  in  all  th'n, 
that  f})ould  occajion  fuch  a  general 
outcry  and  tumult  throughout  the  V- 
nited  States  ?  Tou  by  j  our  own  vo- 
luntary coufents,  cou/fitutionatly  vejl- 
ed  the  Prejident  and  Senate  with  this 
power,  and  will  you  now  nnanimoujly 
rife  up  againjl  them,  becaufe  they 
have  endeavoured  to  prevent  your  be- 
ing forever  ruined  by  extreme  enthu- 
jiajlical  French  democracy. — Mind 
your  fanning  bujinefs,  and  never 
perplex  your felves  about  thofe  things  ;

DECLARATION 
Of  the  Rights  of  Man,  and  of  the 

Citizen. 

The  French  People  proclaim,  in 
the  prelence  of  the  Supreme  be- 
ing, the  following  Declaration 
of  the  K  IGHTS  of  MAN,  and  ot 
the  Citizen  : 

Article  I,  |  UK  end  of  Society 
is  the  common  good.  Government 
is  inttii ute<l  to  guarantee  to  man 
the  enjoyment  of  his  rights. 

II.  1  he  rights  of  n  an  in  Socie 
ty  are  I  il.erty,  equality,  Safety 
and  propei  ty . 

III.  Libeity  ronfiHs  in  having 
power  to  diet  what  will  not  hurt 
another. 

W .  Pvery  man  isfi  ec  to  niani- 
feh  his  thoughts  and  opinions. 

'1  he  liberty  of  the  Prefs,  and 
every  other  means  of  publishing 
his  thoughts,  can:iot  be  iuteraict- 
ed,  fufpended  or  limitted 

Every  hian  is  free  in  the  exer- 
cife  of  l>is  religious  worlhip. 

V.  Etpiality  confiUs  in  that  the 
Law  fiiall  be' the  fame  for  all, 
whether  it  protect,  or  whether  it 
punith. 

VI.  Lav/  is  the  exprefTion  of 
the  general  will.  I  hat  whirl)  is 
not  Forbidden  by  the  law,  cannot 
be  obfiructed. 

No  one  can  be  conclrained  to  do 
that  which  it  docs  net  ordain. 

VII.  Safety  conlills  in  the  ex- 
ertion of  all  to  affuie  to  each  the 
enjoy uient  and  the  prcfervation 
of  his  rights. 

VIII.  No  one  can  be  cnlled  to 
jwftice,  accufed,  arrellcd  nor  de- 
tained, except  in  cr.les  determin- 
ed by  ;h«  law,  and  according  to 
the  forms  which  i  prefci  ibes.  ■ 

Every  citizen  arraigned  or  fciz- 
ed  undei  the  authority  of  the  la  w, 
Otight  to  obey  at  the  inltant  j  he 
render!  lumfelf  culpable  by  icfift. 
ance. 

IX.  Thofe  who  folicit,  expe- 
dire,  fign,  execute  or  caufe  to  be 
executed  arbitrary  arts,  are  culpa- 
ble and  ought  to  be  puaifiied. 

X.  Every  man  being  preftimed 
innocent  until  he  has  been  legally 
declared  guil'.y  all  rigor  which  is 


not  necefiary  to  feenre  the  perfon 
of  the  detained,  ought  to  be  fevei  e- 
ly  reprelied  by  law. 

XI.  No  one  oughtto  be  judged 
nor  puuiihed  but  after  having  been 
heard  or  legally  fummonned. 

XII.  r  either  ci%  il,  or  criminal 
law  ,  can  have  a  retrofpecrtive  ef- 
fect. 

XIII:  The  law  Ihould  decree 
thofe  puniuVi  ems  only,  which  aie 
llrictly  necellary.

No  One  can  be  deprived 
of  his  propei  ty  w  ithout  his  con 
feut,  except  when  the  public  nevef- 
lity,  legally  afcertained,  requires 
it,  and  then  on  condition  of  a  jult 
indemnification 

XVII.  All  tuxes  are  cftablifhed 
for  the  general  good,  they  ought 
to  be  apportioned  in  ratio  to  abili- 
ty or  income. 

XVIII.  The  Sovereignty  re- 
fides  Tlentially  in  the  unive.  fility 
of  the  citizens  ;  it  is  one,  indivis 
ble,  imprescriptible,  inalienable. 

XIX.  No  individual  and  no 
partial  meeting  of  the  citizens  can 
attribute  to  itfelf  the  foyereignty. 

N  o  one  w  ithout  a  legal  delega- 
tion liiall  exeicife  any  autho;ity, 
nor  (ill  any  public  office. 

XX.  Every  citizen  has  a  right 
to  concur  directly  or  indiredly  in 
the  formation  of  the  law,  the  no- 
mination of  the  Repiefcntatnes 
of  the  people,  and  of  the  public 
functionaries. 

XXI.  The  fecial  compact  can- 
not cxill  if  their  limits  are  not  fix- 
ed, and  if  the  refponlibility  of 
pi  blic  functional  ies  is  not  fecured. 

XXII.  Public  funcftions  can- 
not become  the  property  of  thofe 
who  exercife  them. 

XXIII.  The  citizens  have  a 
right  to  addrefs  petitions  to  the 
Depolitai  ies  of  the  public  autho- 
ihy. 

Conftitutional  ad. 
The  French  Republic    is  one 
and    indivifjble.     1  he  aggregate 
ot  the  r'rencd  citizens  is  the  bove- 
reign.

It  is  wirfi  fincere  fatisfaiftion  I 
acquaint  you  lor  information  of 
the  lords  commiiiioi.ers  ol  the  ad- 
mil  ally,  that  his  majeity's  fqua- 
droh  under  my  command  attacked 
the  enemy's  fleet,  confiding  of  12 
ihips  of  the  line,  attended  w  it  li  11 
frigates  and  fome  fmaller  cruners, 
011  the  23d  inft.  clofe  in  with  port 
l'Oriem  :  The  fhips  which  liruck 
are  the  Alexander,  Le  Formidable, 
and  Le  fyg'e,  which  were  with 
difficulty  retained.  If  the  enemy 
had  not  been  protected  and  fiiel- 
tercd  by  the  land,  I  have  every 
reafon  to  believe  thar  a  greater 
number,  if  nor  all  the  line  of  bat- 
tle fhips,  would  have  been  taken  or 
dcttroyed. 

In  detailing  the  particulars  of 
this  fervice,  I  am  to  I4  ate  that,  at 
the  dawn  of  day  on  the  22d  in  It. 
the  Nymphe  and  Altrca,  being  the 
look-out  frigates  a  head,  made  the 
fignal  for  the  enemy's  fieer.  I 
foon  perceived  that  there  was  no 
iatention  to  meet  me  in  battle  ; 


consequently,  T  made  a  fignal  for 
four  of  the  belt  failing  Hups,  the 
Sans  Fareil,  Oiion,  Riillell  ana  Co- 
lolfus,  and  foon  afierwa.  di  for  the 
whole  fleet  to  chafe,  which  conti- 
nued all  that  day  and  chiving  the 
night,  with  very  little  wind. 

Early  in  the  morning  on  the  23d 
inftant,  the  headmoft  lhips,  their- 
refiitable,  Orion,  Queen  Charlotte, 
Rufiell,  Coloflus  and  Sans  Pareil, 
were  pietty  well  up  with  the  ene- 
my, air.  a  little  before  fix  the  ac- 
tion began  and  continued  till  near 
nine,  w  hen  the  Ihips  ftruck  ;  the 
liritilh  fquadron  w  ere  near  to  fome 
batteries,  and  in  the  face  of  a  ltrong 
naval  pert,  which  will  manifelt  to 
the  public  the  *al  intrepidity  and 
ikill  of  the  admirals,  captains,  and 
all  other  officers  and  foldiers  em- 
ployed upon  this  fervice,  and  they 
arc  fully  entitled  to  my  warm  eft 
acknowledgements.  I  beg  alfo  to 
be  allowed  to  mark  my  approba- 
tion i.i  a  particular  manner  of  capt. 
DOraet's conduct,  fer\ing  under  my 
flag,  from  his  manly  Ipi.it,  and 
from  the  ailiftance  1  received  front 
his  a.  tive  a,  d  auentive  mind.  I 
leellikevife  great  farisfa»ftion  in 
doing  j  1. 11  ice  to  the  meritoi ious 
conduct  of  all  /  lie  ol!icer>  of  every 
clals,  as  v  ell  as  the  bravery  of  the 
feauien  ajid  foldiers  in  the  Royal 
Ueoi  ge  upon  this  event,  and  up- 
on fo  mer  occafions. 

I  judged  it  necefiary  upon  the 
information  1  hadieceived  of  the 
rorce  of  the  enemy,  to  put  thepo- 
bv.it,  thundeierand  Standard, fa- 
t  iiij  line  of  I  a. tie  ,  but  :Heir  dif- 
taiice  f.oni  the  quadrom.  and  un- 
der the  <  ircumlj  ar.ee  of  little  v%  ind, 
thty  could  not  join  n.e  till  after 
thc  a.  ,  ion  was  over  J  mall  pro- 
ceed upon  my  Italidn  as  -  on  as  [ 
have  orde-  ed  a  diflr  bution  of  the 
priloners  and  made  oiher  necella- 
ry arrangements  for  the  fquadron. 
It  is  my  intention  to  keep  at  fea,  in 
order  to  luhil  every  pan  of  m^'in- 
flrtrdiohs.  I  have  judged  it  necef- 
fary  to  fend  captain  Domet  wi  ll 
my  dilpatches,  who  will  give  tluir 
lordfiiips  fuch  further  infounation 
as  lhall  have  occurred  to  him  on 
the  victory  w  e  have  gained.

It  is  impollible  to  contemplate 
the  internal  (ituation  of  the  ene- 
my, with  whom  we  are  contend- 
ing, without  indulging  a  hope  that 
theprefent  circ  umltances  of  r'rance 
may,  in  their  effects,  haften  the 
return  of  fuch  a  date  of  order  and 
regular  governmen.  as  may  be  ca- 
pable of  maintaining  the  accuf- 
tomed  relation  of  amity  and  peace 
with  other  powers.  The  ill'ue, 
however,  of  thefe  extraordinary 
tranlactions  is  out  of  the  reach  of 
h'lman  fo-ehght.  Till  the  denia- 
ble period  ai  rives-,  w  hen  my  fub- 
jeCts  can  be  reltored  to  the  fecure 
enjoyment  of  the  blelhngs  of 
peace,  I  (hall  not  fail  to  make  the 
moll  elfettual  ufe  of  the  force 
which  you  have  put  into  my 
hands. 

It  is  with  the  ntmoft  fatisfaotion 
that  I  have  recently  received  the 
advices  of  an  important  and  bril- 
liant fuccefs  over  the  enemy  by  a 
detachment  of  my  fleet,  under  the 
able  cdndu-c't  of  lord  Bridport. 

I  have  every  realbn  to  rely  on 
the  continuance  of  the  diltinguifh- 
ed  bravery  and  conduc't  of  my 
fleet  aud  armies,  as  well  as  of  the 
zeal,  fptrh  and  pei  feverence  of  my 
people,  which  have  been  uniform- 
ly manifelled  through  the  whole 
courfe  of  this  jolt  and  necellary 
war.
